O R D E R  

On August 24, 2006, Kentucky Utilities Company; Louisville Gas and Electric 

Company; the Office of the Attorney General, by and through his Ofice of Rate 

Intervention, and the Kentucky Industrial Utility Customers, Inc. (collectively, "Movants") 

filed a joint motion requesting that the Commission cancel the September 6, 2006 

hearing. The Movants stated that they are willing to waive their right to a hearing and 

submit the case to the Commission for decision on the record, on the condition that they 

are allowed to file simultaneous briefs no later than September 28, 2006. 



The Commission finds that the request of the Movants to cancel the September 

6, 2006 hearing and submit the case for decision on the record after the filing of 

simultaneous briefs is reasonable and should be granted. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. The September 6, 2006 hearing scheduled by the Commission's August 

11,2006 Order is hereby cancelled. 

2. The Movants shall file simultaneous briefs no later than September 28, 

2006. After the submission of simultaneous briefs, these cases shall stand submitted 

for decision on the respective records.
